ADMISSION. 

All  students  applying  for  admission  to  the  College  must 
furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral   character. 

An  examination  will  precede  the  student's  enrollment  to 
classes  in  the  College. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  on  the  first  two 
days  of  each  term. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  courses  of  study  have  been  arranged  so  as  to  run  par- 
allel as  nearly  as  possible.  The  essential  difterenee  being  the 
introduction  of  professional  studies  throughout  the  second  and 
third  years  of  the  Normal  Course.  Students  having  completed 
the  Normal  Course  can  be  admitted  bo  the  Senior  Class  of  the 
Scientific  Department. 

THE  NORMAL  COURSE. 

The  Normal  Course  is  intended    for   students    who  desire  to 

become  well  fitted  for  teaching.  This  course  of  study  represents 
theleast  preparation  that  ought  to  be  permitted  for  first-class 
teachers  in  our  common  schools. 
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THE  SCIENTIFIC  COURSE 
The  Scientific  Course  is  provided  for  students    who  wish  to 

lay  a  good  foundation  for  a  higher  education.  It  consists  of  the 
English  branches,  the  Mathematics,  the  Natural  Sciences,  the 
Modern  Languages  and  Latin.  Practical  workin  the  laboratory 
will  be  given  to  the  students  in  Chemistry  and  Physics  and 
work  in  the  field  to  the  students  in  Surveying  and  Engineering* 
The  aim  of  this  course  will  be  to  supply  in  its  graduates  the  de- 
mand for  intelligent  help  to  managers  of  modern  industries  and 
for  assistants  to  surveyors  and  engineers  As  it  is  the  duty  of  a 
Classical  course  to  prepare  young  people  for  the  so-called  learned 
professions  so  it  is  the  object  of  a  Scientific  course  to  prepare  its 
pupils  for  the  manifold  and  broadening  field  of  the  industries 
depending  upon  the  application  of  the  forces  of  steam  and  elec- 
tricity and  a  constantly  advancing  knowledge  of  the  latent  re- 
sources of  nature. 

THE  COMMERCIAL  COURSE 
A  leading  feature  of  this  course  is  Book-keeping.  This  is 
taught  in  two  parts:  Theory  and  Practice.  When  a  pupil  has 
a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  theory,  he  is  advanced  into  the 
practice,  or  writing  up  of  accounts-  As  there  is  much  of  single 
entry  used  in  business,  that  department  of  the  work  receives  due 
attention. 

The  course  taught  is  thorough,  practical  and  comprehensive, 
embracing  all  kinds  of  business  operations,  from  the  simplest 
dealings  of  a  country  store,  to  the  most  intricate  transactions  of 
commission  houses  and  wholesale  emporiums. 

The  plan  of  Actual  Business  Transactions,  which  was  de- 
vised by  Prof.  Tucker  for  his  classes,  has  been  tested  here  and 
found  to  be  very  successful.

PHONOGRAPHY 

The  demands  for  Shorthand  is  constantly  increasing.  To 
meet  this  demand  classes  will  be  formed  so  as  to  place  this 
branch  of  the  Commercial  coarse  within  the  reach  of  all  at  a 
nominal  cost.  From  two  to  three  classes  are  organized  each 
term  Munson's  system  has  been  selected  as  text  book.  The 
students,  as  soon  as  able,  are  given  frequent  exercises  in  actual 
work  by  reporting  lectures  given  in  College  Hall  and  in  the 
Literary  Society. 

TYPE-WRITING 

The  Type-Writer  is  one  of  the  best  means  for  teaching 
spelling,  punctuation,  and  composition.  It  is  rapidly  finding  a 
pi  nee  in  the  offices  of  business  men  of  all  classes.  Thus  a  new 
field  of  labor  i !  opened,  wherein  many  persons  of  both  sexes 
find  employment.  ("lasses  will  be  formed  and  placed  in  charge 
of  a  competent  instructor  at  a  minimum  fee- 

Go-education  arid  gocial  Culture. 

It  is  the  universal  verdict  of  institutions  where  co-educa- 
tion of  the  sexes  has  been  tried,  that  it  is  a  decided  success.  The 
relative  standing  of  the  young  women  in  the  classes  has  shown 
their  ability,  in  all  respects,  to  master  the  difficulties  of  a  Col- 
lege Course  ami  maintain  the  highest  rank.  Their  presence  is 
a  constant  stimulaus  to  study,  to  order  and  to  courteous  bearing 
in  all  departments  ol  the  institution.  Thus  the  sexes  associat- 
ing together  iu  their  preparations  for  life's  duties,  as  they  must 
when  those  duties  are  undertaken,  are  mutualh  helpful  to  One 
another  and  develop  that  social  culture  which  is  so  necessary  in 
everv  well  educated  man  or  woman. 
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Religious  Services. 
The  exercises  of  each  day  of  College  work  are  opened  with 
religious  services  in  the  College  Chapel,  at  which  all  the  stu- 
dents are  required  to  be  present.  They  are  also  expected  to  at- 
tend public  worship  on  the  Sabbath  day  at  such  churches  as 
they  may  choose,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  may  direct- 
While  the  College  is  non-sectarian  and  is  not  under  ecclesias- 
tical control,  its  aim  is  to  maintain  that  high  moral  standard 
which  should  be  characteristic  of  the  Christian  College. 

Literary  Society. 

The  Literary  Societies,  the  "Franklin"  and  the  "Irving," 
connected  with  the  College,  have  been  united  in  the  "Franklin- 
Irving  Society."  This  is  conducted  b}^  the  students,  and  is  un- 
der the  general  supervision  of  the  President  of  the  College. 
The  literary  and  parliamentary  training  that  may  be  obtained 
through  society  work  is  of  great  value;  it  should  not  be  neg- 
lected by  any  student  who  seeks  a  thorough  preparation  for 
public  affairs. 

Library. 

The  society  is  in  possession  of  a  library  of  choice  books 
selected  with  special  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  student,  and 
contains  some  of  the  best  productions  of  leading  English  and 
American  authors.  Students  may  avail  themselves  of  these 
books  at  all  times  under  the  regulations  of  the  Literary  Society. 

Expenses. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  in  advance  for  each   term.     A   ticket 

admitting  the  student  to  his  classes  will  be  given  after  the  pay- 
ment of  tuition.

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Boarding. 

Students  can  select  suitable  boarding  places  in  the  city 
from  a  list  kept  for  the  purpose  at  the  College  and  carefully  in- 
quired into  by  the  President.  The  rate  varies  from  $2.50  to 
$3.50  per  week  and  is  a  private  arrangement  between  the  stu- 
dent and  his  landlord.  Gentlemen  occupying  rooms  in  the 
Dormitory,  two  or  more  in  the  same  room,  will  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  37%  cents  per  week.  Ladies  can  make  similar  terms 
in  private  families. 

Arrangements  have  been  made,  by  which  table-board  can 
be  secured  near  the  College  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $1.60  per 
week. 

Extra  Charges. 

Students  in  Physics  and  in  Chemistry  are  required  to  pay 
for  materials,  etc.,  needed  in  laboratory  work  at  cost  prices  of  the 
materials  used. 

Candidates  for  graduation  in  any  of  the  College  Courses  pay 
a  fee  of  $5.00  each. 

Building  and  (grounds. 

The  College  building  is  a  Queen  Ann  brick  structure,  and 
is  situated  in  a  ten  acre  campus,  filled  with  shade  trees.  It  con- 
tains class  room  accomodations,  etc.,  for  three  hundred  students. 

The  building  is  a  model  of  beauty  and  convenience.  Its 
heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  is  one  of  the  most  approved 
kind  and  it  also  has  a  good  fire  escapement. 

The  College  grounds  are  tastefully  laid  oui  and  ornamented 
and  afford  ample  room  for  out  -door  exercise. 

Dormitory. 
A  neat  and  commodious  dormitory,  for  the   use  of  gentle- 
men students  has  been  erected  on  the  College   grounds,   where 
rooms  for   a  limited  number   may    behadatthe  rate  as  staled 

under  the  head  of  expenses       These   rooms    are    well     kept    and 

furnished  with  all  that  is  needed  to  make  the  student    comfort- 
able. 
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Location. 
Defiance  College  is  located  in  Defiance,  the  county  seat  of 
Defiance  County,  Ohio.  The  city  has  one  of  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  healthful  locations  to  be  found  in  Northwestern 
Ohio.  The  old  fort  ground,  which  has  been  set  apart  as  a  park 
and  pleasure  resort,  is  the  scene  of  many  historic  associations 
connected  with  Indian  warfare,  and  afford?  an  interesting  ob- 
ject lesson  for  the  student  of  history.  Two  beautiful  rivers,  the 
Mauraee  and  the  Auglaize  which  have  their  junction  here,  pre- 
sent opportunities  for  exercises  in  rowing  Many  families  at- 
tracted by  the  presence  of  the  institution  have  already  settled 
in  the  vicinity,  in  order  to  have  their  children  at  home  while 
acquiring  an  education.  A  number  of  desirable  building  sites 
are  still  to  be  had  at  reasonable  rates. 

.Access. 
Defiance  is  reached  by  two  lines  of  railway: — by  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  from  the  northwest  and  southeast,  by  the  Wabash 
from  the  northeast  and  southwest.  Students  coming  by  either 
road  should  take  an  omnibus  which  will  convey  them  directly 
to  the  College  or  to  their  rooms  if  these  have  been  already  se- 
cured. Students  should  call  upon  the  President  either  in  his 
office  at  the  College  or  at  his  residence,  for  any  assistance  needed 
in  securing  rooms,  or  for  any  information  in  regard  to  matricu- 
lation and  entrance  to  classes.

LOCATION 


Defiance  College  is  located  in  Defiance,  the  county  seat 
)f  Defiance  County,  Ohio.  The  city  has  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  and  healthful  locations  to  be  found  in  North- 
western Ohio.  The  old  Fort  ground,  which  has  been  set 
apart  as  a  park  and  pleasure  resort,  is  the  scene  of  many 
historic  associations  connected  with  Indian  warfare,  and 
affords  an  interesting  object  lesson  for  the  student  of  history. 
Two  beautiful  rivers,  the  Maumee  and  the  Auglaize,  which 
have  their  junction  here,  present  opportunities  for  exercises 
in  rowing  and  swimming.  The  historical  Fort  Defiance  was 
substantially  rebuilt  during  the  Centennial  year,  1894.  with 
logs  donated  by  the  farmers  of  the  county  and  will  be  used  as 
a  depository  of  American  antiquities. 

Access. 

Defiance  is  reached  by  two  lines  of  railway — by  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  from  the  Northwest  and  Southeast,  by  the 
Wabash  from  the  Northeast  and  Southwest.  Students 
should  call  upon  the  President  at  the  College  for  any  assist- 
ance needed  in  securing  rooms,  or  for  any  information  in 
regard  to  matriculation  and  entrance  to  classes. 

Building  and  Grounds. 

The  College  building  is  a  Queen  Ann  brick  structuie  and 
is  situated  in  a  ten  acres  campus  filled  with  shade  trees.  It 
contains  class  room  accommodations,  etc.,  for  three  hundred 
students. 

The  building  is  a  model  of  beauty  and  convenience.      Its

heatiug  and  ventilating  apparatus  is  one  of  the  most  approved 
kind  and  it  also  has  a  good  fire  escapement. 

The  College  grounds  are  tastefully  laid  out  and  orna- 
mented and  afford  ample  room  for  out-door  exercise. 

Dormitory. 

A  neat  and  commodious  dormitory  for  the  use  of  gentle- 
men students  has  been  erected  on  the  College  grounds,  where 
rooms  for  a  limited  number  may  be  had  at  the  rate  as  stated 
under  the  head  of  boarding.  The.«e  rooms  are  well  kept  and 
furnished  with  all  tha^  is  needed  to  make  the  student  com- 
fortable. 

Library. 

The  College  is  in  possession  of  a  Library  of  choice  books 
selected  with  opecial  reference  to  the  wants  of  the  student, 
and  contains  some  of  the  best  productions  of  leading  English 
and  American  authors.  Students  have  access  to  these  books 
at  all  times. 

Reference  books,  encyclopaedias,  maps,  etc.,  are  provided 
in  the  different  class  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  students. 

Boarding. 

Students  can  select  suitable  boardiug  places  in  the  city 
from  a  list  kept  for  the  purpose  at  the  College  and  carefully 
inquired  into  by  the  President.  The  rate  varies  from  $2.00 
to  $3.00  per  wTeek  and  is  a  private  arrangement  between  the 
student  and  his  landlord.  Gentlemen  occupying  rooms  in  the 
Dormitory,  two  or  more  in  the  same  room,  will  be  charged  at 
the  rate  of  37^  cents  per  week.  Ladies  can  make  similar 
terms  in  private  families. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  table  board 
can  be  secured  near  the  College  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $1.50 
per  week. 

Tuition. 

Tuition  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

In  the  Normal  and  Scientific  Courses  the  rate  will  be 
$1.00  per  week. 
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In  the  Commercial  Course  the  rates  per  week  will  be  as 
follows: 

Book-Keeping,  $1.00:  Shorthand.  $1  00;  Typewriting, 
50c;  Book-Keeping  and  Shorthand.  $1.50;  Book-Keeping  and 
Typewriting,  $1.25;  Shorthand  and  Typewriting.  $1.25; 
Book-Keeping,  Shorthand  and  Typewriting,  $1.75. 

A  discount  of  io  per  cent,  will  be  allowed  from  the 
above  rates  when  tuition  for  a  full  term  as  given  in  the 
calendar   or  1895-96  is  paid  in  advance. 

Extra  Charges. 

Students  in  Physics  and  in  Chemistry  are  required  to  pay 
for  materials,  etc..  needed  in  laboratory  work  at  cost  prices  of 
the  materials  used.  For  the  use  of  the  large  office  books, 
stationery,  blanks,  etc..  in  the  Actual  Business  Practice,  a 
charge  of  $5  00  will  be  made. 

Candidates  for  graduation  in  any  of  the  College  Courses 
pay  a  fee  of  $5.00  each. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


The  courses  of  study  have  been  arranged  so  as  to  run 
parallel  as  nearly  as  possible.  The  essential  difference  being: 
the  introduction  of  professional  studies  throughout  the  second 
and  third  years  of  the  Norma!  Course.  Students  having 
completed  the  Normal  Course  can  be  admitted  to  the  Senior 
Class  of  the  Scientific  Course. 

The  Normal  Course. 

The  Normal  Course  is  designated  especially  tor  students 
who  wish  to  fit  themselves  for  teaching,  and  for  teachers,  who 
wish  to  prepare  for  a  higher  grade  of  work.  It  includes  all 
branches  as  usually  taught  in  the  common  and  high  schools, 
together  with  other  work  necessary  to  a  thorough  preparation 
for  teaching.  During  the  Fall  Term  and  the  Spring  Term 
there  will  be  classes  in  Pedagogy  for  the  benefit  of  those 
expecting  to  teach  during  the  winter  or  the  summer. 

The  Scientific  Course. 

The  Scientific  Course  is  provided  for  students  who  wish 
to  lay  a  good  foundation  for  a  higher  education.  It  consists 
of  the  English  branches,  the  Mathematics,  the  Natural 
Sciences,  the  Modern  Languages  and  Latin.  Practical  work 
in  the  laboratory  will  be  s^iven  to  the  students  in  Chemistry 
;iikI  Physics  and  work  in  lite  ji<l<l  to  the  students  in  Survey- 
ing and  Engineering.  The  aim  of  ihis  course  will  be  to 
supply  iu  its  graduates  the  demand  tor  intelligent  help  io 
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managers  of  modern  industries  and  for  assistants  to  surveyors 
and  engineers. 

The  Commercial  Course. 

The  course  taught  is  thorough,  practical  and  compre- 
hensive, embracing  all  kinds  of  business  operations,  from  the 
simplest  dealings  of  a  country  store,  to  the  most  intricate 
transactions  of  commission  and  wholesale  houses. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  the  following  subjects: 

Book-Keeping,  double  and  single  entry.  Commercial 
Law,  Actual  Business  Practice,  Penmanship,  Spellin,g  Com- 
mercial Arithmetic,  Letter  Writing,  Shorthand  and  Type- 
writing. 

The  demand  for  Shorthand  is  constantly  increasing. 
To  meet  this  demand  classes  will  be  formed  so  as  to  place  this 
branch  of  the  Commercial  Course  within  the  reach  of  all. 
From  two  to  three  classes  are  organized  each  term. 

For  the  Actual  Business  Practice  rooms  have  been 
fitted  up  and  fixtures  for  a  bank,  a  wholesale  and  retail  house, 
a  commission  house,  a  R.  R.  office,  a  postoffice  and  other 
business  houses  have  been  provided.  The  course  has  been 
furnished  with  28  large  office  books  of  the  most  approved 
patterns.  College  money  and  over  35  different  kinds  of 
blanks,  as  mortgages,  leases,  deeds,  bonds  drafts,  &c,  are 
used  in  this  course,  which  will  prepare  its  graduates  for  any 
business  connection  they  may  have  in  view.
